The governm ent is still without 
word from Admiral Cradock reg a rd ­ 
ing the battle off the Chilean coast.

den and Leipzig did not accompany

The 
admiralty would also like to locate 
the battleship Canopus, which was 
supposed to be a port of Admiral 
Cradock’s sq Hadron.

The Japanese have a 
large fleet iii the Pacific, part of it 
in the vicinity of Easter Island and 
part of it near Honolulu, and there 
are reasons to believe th at it has al­ 
ready started to locate the Soharn- 
horst, Gneisenau and the Nurnberg. 
The Japanese fleet is headed by the 
battle cruiser Konga, swiftest and 
heaviest of her type in the world.
